Demands  Comment 

The  galloping  inanity  of  the 
Bryce-Poll  dialogue  appearing  in 
your  columns  demands  comment. 

To  make  any  pretentions  at 
all  of  being  a university,  this  in- 
situation must  allow  freedom  of 
expression  and  inquiry.  Any  vo- 
ice has  a right  to  be  heard  on  this 
campus.  Faculty  members  have 
the  right — even,  the  obligation — 
to  invite  whom  they  wish.  The 
authorities  to  whom  Mr.  Bryce 
appeals  have  the  obligation  to 
protect  this  right  against  attacks 
of  any  kind.  As  we  fall  short  of 
this  conception  we  become  simply 
another  agency  of  indoctrination 
and  propaganda. 

Such  freedom,  however,  re- 
quires that  a person  have  enough 
wits  to  discern.  Mr.  Bryce’s  letter 
clearly  shows  that  his  lack  of 
the  first  quality  precludes  the 
functioning  of  any  fraction  of  the 
second  he  might  have. 

In  both  letters  the  type  of  argu- 
ment essentially  evades  the  issue. 
No  list  of  Mrs.  Marshall’s  affilia- 
tions— “good”  or  “bad”  — has 
anything  to  do  with  her  presenta- 
tion. Her  ideas,  if  any,  must  be 
judged  on  their  merits  by  those 
who  heard  them. 

Dr.  Poll,  though,  earns  the 
greater  opprobrium.  He  ignores 
the  fundamental  issue — whether 
the  intellectual  inquiry  he  cites 
will  be  subject  to  external,  non- 
intellectual pressures,  he  allows 
himself  to  be  baited  into  replying 
in  non-intellectual  kind;  he  de- 
parts entirely  from  the  subject 
to  make  make  a personal  attack 
on  Mr.  Bryce;  and,  worse  yet, 
makes  that  attack  a derision  of 
the  linguistic  ineptness  of  a stu- 
dent at  a school  where  such  apti- 
tude is  not  prized  by  administra- 
tion or  faculty  nor  demanded  of 
the  students. 

Come,  gentlemen,  with  a little 
effort  you  might  help  BYU  de- 
serve the  title  it  now  wears  so 
uncombortably  rather  than  mak- 
ing obvious  our  academic  mas- 
querade.

Supreme  Court 
Adds  Protection 
On  State  Level 

WA.SHINGTON  (AP)  — State 
judges  and  prasecutors  were  bar- 
red by  the  Supreme  Court  Wed- 
nesday from  commenting  to  jur- 
ies on  a defendant's  use  of  his 
constitutional  right  to  remain  si- 
lent. 

IN  RIVETING  this  5th  Amend- 
ment protection  into  state  court- 
rooms, the  high  court  reversed 
the  conviction  of  an  indigent  Cal- 
ifornia Negro  who  had  been  sen- 
tenced to  die  in  the  alley  slaying 
of  a woman  friend. 

With  its  6-2  decision,  the  Court 
took  another  step  to  a.ssure  those 
accused  of  crime  on  the  state 
level  the  same  protection  the 
Bill  of  Rights  originally  gave 
only  to  defendants  on  the  federal 
level. 

"Comment  on  the  refusal  to 
testify  is  a remnant  of  the  in- 
quisitorial .system  of  criminal 
ju.stice  which  the  5th  Amend- 
ment outlaws,”  said  Justice  Wil- 
liam O.  Douglas  for  the  majority.

Reds  Take  Pot-Shots . . . 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  — Two 
North  Korean  jet  fighters  pounc- 
ed on.  and  damaged,  a U.S.  Air 
Force  reconnai.ssance  plane  fly- 
ing over  international  waters 
Tuesday,  the  Defense  Depart- 
ment announced  Wednesday. 

IT  SAID  THE  encounter  oc- 
curred more  than  50  miles  off 
the  coast  of  Communist  North 
Korea. 

’The  RB47,  with  six  crewmen 
believed  to  have  been  aboard, 
fired  back  at  the  attacking  MIG 
17s,  but  the  result  of  the  return 
fire  was  not  known. 

'The  American  plane,  which  had 
taken  off  from  a base  in  Japan 
on  what  was  de.scribed  as  a rou- 
tine mission,  managed  to  reach 
the  Yokota  Air  Base  in  Japan. 
No  Injuries  were  suffered  by  the 
crew,  the  Pentagon  reported. 

The  incident  served  to  turn  at- 
tention from  the  war  against  the 
Vietnamese  Communists  to  the 
sudden  action  by  the  North  Kor- 
ean Reds. 

IT  POSED  THE  question  of 
whether  the  attack  on  the  Amer- 
ican plane  might  have  been  made 
as  a remote  form  of  encourage- 
ment for  the  Vietnamese  Com- 
munists, or  whether  it  was  im- 
pulsive unrelattHl  action.  There 
have  been  at  least  38  such  inci- 


dents previously  in  the  Far  East 
and  Europe,  the  latest  having  oc- 
curred on  March  10  last  year  over 
Germany. 

While  the  official  Pentagon  re- 
port of  the  incident  said  only  that 
the  RB47  wa.s  on  a routine  mis- 
sion, It  was  entirely  possible  that 
the  plane  was  carrying  out  an 
offshore  surveillance  flight,  such 
as  have  been  conducted  in  many 
parts  of  the  world  for  more  than 
■>5  years. 

THE  BRIEF  formal  announce- 
ment .said  the  plane  was  "flying 
more  than  50  miles  from  the 
Korean  mainland,  and  parallel  to 
the  coast,  at  the  time  of  attack.” 

In  answer  to  a question,  a 
spokesman  said  the  RB47  was 
over  the  sea  of  Japan,  off  the 
east  coast  of  North  Korea,  when 
the  MIGs  attacked. 

Reconnais-sance  aircraft  .such  as 
the  RB47s  carry  a mass  of  equip- 
ment for  obtaining  data  on  in- 
stallations, shipping,  and  other 
matters  of  strategic  interest.  In- 
cluded are  long-range  cameras 
for  photographing  from  outside 
the  boundaries  of  a country,  spec- 
ial mapping  cameras  and  elec- 
tronic devices  to  locate  and  reg- 
ister the  operating  frequencies 
of  radar  warning  stations.
